TiiE SELECT COMMITTEE appointed to con- 
lider df fo much of the Fourth Article of the Union 
between Great Britain and Ireland, as cnadis — That no 
greater Number of Members than Twenty, holding 
Offices or Places of Profit under the Crown "of Ireland” 
fliall be capable of fitting in the Houfe of Commons 
of the Parliament of the United Kingdom, until an 
Adt fliall have patfcd in the faid Parliament, providing 
in what Cafes Perfons holding fuch Offices or Places 
frail be capable of being Members of the faid Houfe 
of Commons— and to cbnfider in what Cafes Perfons 
holding fuch Offices or Places, limli be declared to be 
liable to fuch Incapacity ; and to report their Opinion 
thereupon to the Houfe j — 

TTAVING proceeded to confider the feveral Matters to 
JL A. them referred, have thought it incumbent upon them, 
in the firlt Place, to look into the leveral Laws, whereby Perfons 
have been heretofore difqualified from fitting in the Houfe of 
Commons of the refpedive Parliaments of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

t Upon this Refearch, it has appeared to Your Committee, 
That feveral Laws of this Nature were enabled for fecurine 

the 
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She Freedom and Independence of the Houfe of Commons 
of England, antecedently to the Union with Scotland; and 
that many Adts, for the fame Ihirpoies, have been paffed in 
the Parliament of Great Britain from that Period. In 
Ireland, the firft Laws of this Nature were paffed in the 
Reign of His prefent Majefty; the moft comprehenfive of 
■ them was enadted within a very few Years pall, and has been 
Since extended to other Cafes, which although not falling 
within the exprefs Terms of it, were confidered to be 
within the fame Rule of Policy ; but the Laws refpedting 
•the Parliament of Ireland, are manifcfUy much more circum- 
scribed in their Operation, than thofe which have been made 
.for the fame Purpofes, as applicable to the Parliament of 
HJreat Britain. 

With a View- therefore to fulfil the particular Duty required 
-of Your Committee, and to lay the Foundation for a new 
-Law, "declaring in what Cafes amji Perfons holding Offices 
-of Profit under, the , Crown of Ireland, ihall be incapable of 
Sitting in the Houfe of Commons of the United, Parliament, 
it has ‘appeared to Ybur Committee, that it would be advif- 
-able to eftabliffi a Similarity of Syftem upon this Subjedt in 
- both Parts of the United Kingdom, fo far as Circumftances 
-will allow; and' that all Offices in Ireland, of the fame De- 
scription as thofe which have difqualified the Perfons who held 
Them from being eledted to Serve as Members, of the* Houfe 
of Commons of Great Britain; ffiould alfo diiable apy Per- 
sons who hold them from being eledted to ferve in the 
United Parliament; and Your Committee have accordingly 
-prepared a Lift of all fuch Offices as have appeared to 
them to be of that Defcription ; fubmitting neverthelefs to 
the Wil’d om of the Houle, the Propriety of adding to, or ey- 
•cepting thereout, any fuch Offices as, from peculiar Circum- 
ftances of Policy, or local Convenience, it may be thought 
beneficial, for the Public Service,' to conficler as fit Cafes for 
departing from that Principle -of Conformity; which Yedr 
Committee have judged ‘to be the belt general LmAfor 
the . Government of Sheir -own /Opinion . upon this Sub- 

jea.

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Your Committee have therefore come to the following Re- 
folutions ; viz.

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That from and 
after the Diffolution or other Determination of this prefent 
Parliament, no Perfon who fliall, by himfelf or his Deputy, 
or any other in Truft for- him, or for his Benefit, take’ 
hold, enjoy, or execute, or continue to hold, enjoy, or exe- 
cute, any of the Offices, Employments, or Places of 
Profit, hereinafter mentioned, in or for that Part of the 
United Kingdom called Ireland, fliould be capable of 
being elected or chofen a Member of, or of fitting or voting 
as a Member of the Houfe of Commons of, any Parliament 
of the faid United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in 
any Parliament which fliall hereafter be fummoned and 
holden : That is to fay. 

No Perfon who fliall be a Commiffioner of Cuftoms, Ex- See Englilh 
cife, or Stamps, or w r ho fliall be concerned, directly or indi- 
sedtly, in the farming, collecting; or managing any of the n.uW.m. 
Sums of Money, Duties, or other Aids heretofore granted, or c z 'wnr 
which fliall hereafter be granted by any A<ft of Parliament, to “’ll. 

His Majefty,- His Heirs or Succeffors, (except the Commif- 
fioners of the Treafury and their Secretary) : 

Nor any Perfon who fliall be a Commiflioner for determin- 
ing Appeals concerning the faid Duties of Cuftoms, Excife, 
and Stamps, or for controuling or auditing the Account of 
the faid Duties, (except the Auditor General of the Ex- 
chequer) : 

Nor any Perfon who fliall be a Commiffioner of Imprelt 
Accounts : 

Nor any Agent for any Regiment : SeeBrit.stai. 

Nor any Perfon who fliall, diredly or indiredHy, himfelf, or by s« BASse 
any Perfon whatfoever in Truft for him, or for his Ufe or Bene- 22 G - IIL 
fit, or on his Account, undertake, execute, hold, or enjoy, or C ' 45 ‘ 
continue to execute, hold, or enjoy, in the Whole or in Part,

Treafury in Ireland, or with any One or more of fuch Corns 
miffioners, or with any other Perfon gi Perfons whatfoever, for 
or on Account of the Public Service in Ireland ; or who 
ihali knowingly and willingly fumifli or provide, in purfuance 
of any fuch Agreement, Contract, or Commiflion, which he 
or they llia.ll have made or entered into as aforefaid, any 
Money to be remitted Abroad, or any Wares or Merchan- 
dize to he ufed or employed in the. Service of the Public, 
during the Time that he lhall execute, hold or enjoy, any

Nor any Deputies or Clerks in any : of the feveral Offices 
following ; (that is to fay) The Office of Lord High Treafurer, 
or the Commiflioners of the Treafury (except the Secretary 
of the Treafury) ; or of the Auditor of the Receipt of His 
.Majefty’s Exchequer; or of the Tellers of the Exchequer; 
or of the Chancellor of the Exchequer (except the Secretary 
■ of the Chancellor of the Exchequer) ; or of the Commiflioners 
of the Stamps.; or of the Commiflioners of Appeals:: 

Nor any .Pel-fan who fhallhave, in his own Name, orin the 
Name cf any Perfon or Perfons in-Truft for him or his Benefit, 
any Office or Place of Profit, from or by the Nomination or Ap- 
pointment, or by any other Appointment, fubjebt to the Appro- 
bation of the Lord Lieutenant, Lord Deputy, Lord Juftices, 

• or other Chief Governor or Governors of that Part of the 
United Kingdom called Ireland, created or erected at any 
Time after the paffing of an A6t of the Parliament of Ireland, 
in the Thirty-third Year of the Reign of His prefent Ma- 
jefty,; intituled, “An Act for fecuring the Freedom -and 
“ Independence .of the Koufe.of Commons, by excluding 

therefrom. 
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“ tlierefrom Perfons holding any Offices under the Crown to 
be hereafter created, or holding certain Offices therein enu- 
“ merated, or Penfions for Terms or Years, or durine His 
“ Majefty’s Pleafure.” ° 

Resolved, 

That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That nothing 
in the preceding Refolution fliould extend, or be conftrued, to 
exclude any Perfon having or holding any Office, Place, or 
Employment for Life, or for fo long as he fhall behave himfelf 
well in his Office, other than and except the Commiffioners 
of lmpieft Accounts and all Perfons concerned in the manag- 
ing, collecting, or farming of any Sums of Money, Duties, 
or other Aids granted or to be granted to His Maiefty His’ 
Heirs or Succeffors.
